A LEGISLATOR'S MAIL 
,A „great.,'.dcal ..of, mail . .fl 
legislator, receives states tbrit 
the writer is opposed to „RjJ I. 
100; or is In favor of Bill 284, 
The legislator may answer 
such a letter by saying that' 
he wants to sec the bill in 
its* final form, or, that he 
wants to study Its amend- 
ments. The writer may then 
conclude that the legislator 
Is. afraid to tell how he will 
vote, and is using a cowardly 
subterfuge to avoid being 
candid. 

In about 25% of these 
cases, the writer is referring 
to the wrong bill .or to a bill 
in some other legislature. 
When you write to your 
legislator, mention- some- 
thing about the purpose of 
the bill so" that if you have 
given the wrong number the 
legislator will know which 
bill you are referring to. I 
receive a great deal, of mail 
about federal laws and much 
mail where the bill actually 
has nothing to do with the 
things lho writer is worried 
about. 

In many other cases, the 
legislator is giving the most 
honest possible answer when 
hc^sayB to "watt until we see 
what the amendments are." 
It Is a favorite legislative 
device to introduce a bill to 
do oho thing and then »o 
amend it until It does just 
the opposite. Then alt the 
people who have been urging 
a yes vote find themselves 
supporting something they 
were against originally. 

Another trick used by 
legislators to build a false 
record by misleading voters, 
Is to promote an amend- 
ment which will make the 
bill unconstitutional or pro- 
mote on amendment which 
will make the bill unaccept- 
able. Then, having made 
sure the bill will not succeed, 
lie can vote for It and keep 
liis promise to the folks 
back home. 

The bill now pending to 
require Sunday closing of 
many businesses offers lis a 
chance to see how these 
tricks can operate. Citizens 
will write asking for a vote 
for or against it. and the 
legislator may reply that he 
wants to see the amend- 
ments. This is truly the 
the only honest answer be 
can gl''*e. Suppose the bill 
is amended to require that 
liquor establishments and 
restaurants also be closed on 
Sunday- If this amendment 
succeeds, the practical effect 
will be to kill the bill for it 
cannot then receive enough 
votes-to pees. -Suppose the 



bill Is amended to ' exclude 
furniture salesrooms. This 
also would kilt the bill, for 
it would probably render II 
unconstitutional. 

A legislator can build a 
false record of support of a 
bill by number and yet de- 
feat tlie enactment of the 
idea by not watching Die 
amendments. He can help 
to destroy the heart of a bill 
and then vote for it. lie can 
help to Insert unconstitu- 
tionality into it and then vote 
4o pass- It. 

-The same thing can be 
done with- many- other bills 
oil which the voter may ask 
for support or opposition. I 
think the. best practice Is to 
ask the legislator to support 
the idoa of a bill and leave 
it to him lo watch out. for 
amendments which might re- 
verse its effect There is 
more to a Rill than simply 
voting for or against it and 
those who write their legis- 
lators should be thankful 
rather than angry if I hey re- 
ceive n cautious reply.
